The majority by which Mayor Armstrong  sc- 
cured his reelection was a decisive one. What told 
most in his favor was the feeling that as during his 
first term he had learned the ropes it was in the 
city’s interest to give him a chance to show during 
a second year what he could do with the knowledge 
that he had acquired. All, whether they supported 
him last Friday or not, will hope that he may fully 
realize during the coming year what his friends 
expect him to do. 

Certainly the apprenticeship which he has served 
both as alderman and mayor should stand him in 
good stead. If Mr. Saunders had had actual ex- 
perience with the municipal affairs of Mdmonton 
it would have helped his candidature materially. 
Generally speaking, it is much better for a mayor to 
have first held office as an alderman. 

Under the circumstances the defeated candidate 
made a showing that he has reason to be well 
satisfied with. He proved-himself a fair and plucky 
fighter and it is to be hoped that he will at some 
future time be a factor in the municipal arena. 

The large support that he obtained indicates that 
the citizens are by no means wholly satisfied with 
the way in which their affairs have been managed 
in the past and it should serve to put the new ad- 
ministration on its mettle. 

The aldermanic board is a fairly strong onc. 
From some of the new members much is looked 
for. 

The feature of the school, board contest was 
the election of Miss Bessic Nichols, ‘The first mecet- 
ing of the new trustees indicates that there is 
liable to be a larger amount of friction than has 
been the case in the past at that body and that an 
effort may be made to strike out upon new lines.

;» But this much is certain that the administration 
of the city schools has in the past been a matter 
of most justifiable pride. No part of the entire 
service has been better looked after.and the new 
board should be very careful about making any 
radical departures from the policy that has worked 
out so well heretofore. Absolute perfection is 
never attainable and it is wise as a rule to leave 
well enough alone. 


Lord Strathcona has made a gift of $25,000 to 
the hospital which is to be built on the university 
grounds; ‘This will help to no small extent to 
build up an institution there which will do excellent 
work in itself and will in time help out the general 
university idea. 

When the question of the location of the Ed- 
monton gencral hospital was to the fore, the Sat- 
urday News published a series of articles from a 
man who had made a close study of the whole 
hospital problem both here and elsewhere, in which 
it was urged that the university campus was the 
proper place to put the central institution for the 
Greater City, but union sentiment had not then 
developed sufficiently to allow such a move even 
though the idea received strong support from many 
of the hospital board. It may bea little early even 
yet for people to recognize the mistake that they 
then made but they must eventually. 

However, there is not much use in reverting to 
the past now. ‘The problem now is to work the 
two institutions into the one hospital scheme as 
satisfactorily as possible.

‘There was a 
very serious danger at one time that a market’ 
building would be put there. ‘This would have 
been a crime. <A city hall would not have been 
objectionable except that the’property is none too 
large for a central breathing spot. 

It should be left open and steps taken immedi- 
ately to lay it out in such a way as to make it a 
credit to the city. ‘his would serve a more useful 
purpose and cost but a fraction of what an orna- 
netital city hall would. ar, 

If as much as possible of the surrounding pro- 
perty were acquired by the city in an anticipation 
of the improvement, the increase in the value of 
this which would follow would reimburse the civic 
exchequer several times over for the expense, 

While the desirability of having buildings of 
impressive architecture i¢ not to be gainsaid, one 
should consider circumstances carefully before 
rushing into large expenditures for this purpose. 
The policy of the church has undergone a very 
decided change in this regard in recent times. 
Once costly ecclesiastical structures were consider- 
ed a first necessity on which other things has to- 
wait, A letter from Archdeacon Gray in reference: 
to the projected Anglican diocese of Idmontorn 
shows how different the idea is that prevails today.

Henry Blackwell, of New York, 
the famous bookbinder, a native 
of Wales.

MARVELLOUS PROGRESS OF 
AVIATION 

The four-year period, 1908- 
11, has witnessed marvellous de- 
velopment in the science of avi- 
ation, both in respect of distance 
and duration of flights, and in the 
matter of heights and speeds at- 
tained Wilbur Wright’s memor- 
able flight of seventy-seven miles 
was made in 1908. In the foll- 
owing year Henry Farman flew 
144 miles; in 1910 Maurice Tab. 
ateau flew 362 miles, and las! 
year M. Fourny made a flig'it of 
447 miles and M. Gobe one of 
262 1-2 miles. 

With regard to the time aeio- 
planes have been unable to re- 
main in the air, progress is equal- 
ly striking. Wilbur Wright. in 
1908 remained aloft 2 hours. 20 
minutes and 23 seconds. In 1909 
Henry Farman’s record was four 
hours 17 minutes 35 1-2 seconds. 
The same aviator in 1910 attained 
to 8 hours 12 minutes, which last 
year was beaten by M. Gobe with 
8 hours 16 minutes. 

Turning to speed it is found that 
In 1008: Wilbur :Wright attained 
40.5 miles an hour; Louis Bleriot 
in 1909 made 48 A. Leblanc in 


1910 reached 67, and last year 
M. Nieuport made the great speed 
of 82 miles an hour. 

In high flying the aeroplane has 
exceeled all expectations. In 
1908 Walbur Wright flew at um 
altitude of 328 feet, Hubert Lath- 
am in 1909 reached 1,560 feet, 
and list year Garros flew at a 
heighl of 14,750 feet, 

In weight carrying, too, 
acrophine has surpassed expec: 
tation. In 1909 one passenger 
was carried fo comparatively 
short distances only.

.The real estate activity that was predicted for 
Edmonton with the approach of spring has been 
more than realized. It opened up much earlier than 
was looked for. Whether the spring-like weather 
conditions that have prevailed since the first of the 
month are responsible is a matter of conjecture. 
But certain it is. that the movement is a far-reach- 
ing one, and that it is difficult to follow its details. 

At the present moment interest very largely 
centres in the plans of the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
One of daily papers announced this week that the 
station which this company would erect in conjunc- 
tion with the C.N.R. would be placed between 
First and Second Streets, where the present C.N_R. 
depot is. Of course, however, such a terminal as 
would be required would have to stretch over a 
larger space than a single city block. A blue print 
was submitted to the city authorities showing the 
freight yards and shed which the G.T.P. will es: 
tablish between Namayo and Winistino and north 
of Isabella, where the buildings have been recently 


levied. “Phe company owns all the land in this 
area except one lot which the city holds, and which 
iis desired te purchase. ‘Phe closing of the lanes 


is also requested, 

There have been a variety of rumors in respect 
to a change in the location of the G.’P.P. hotel, 
but it ts new said that engineers will next week to 
begin the laying out of the site on MeDougall, 

The design of the CLV LR. office building on 
Jasoer Avenue shows a very handsome ten storey 
strueture, though itis understood that but six stor 
eys will be built immediately. 

Much doubt still exists as to the course which 
the Tludson’s Bay Co. will pursue in putting on its 
reserve, The probability is that but a fraction of 
it, say, twenty-five per cent., will be offered immed- 
iately. ‘The city authorities in negotiating for prop- 
erty for civic purposes in the reserve have kept 
their own counsel pretty well. But enough had 
come out to indicate that the company is asking 
such stiff prices that there is no probability of tak- 
ing over much more than is absolutely necessary. 


The purchase by the board of Alberta College 
of 210 acres of land on the south bank of the river 
to the cast of the city, with the idea of erecting a 
large technical and = preparatory school there, has 
further served to stimulate prices in that vicinity 
which have soared steadily since the east-end bridge 
project was launched. ‘The land bought is part of 
the fine farm of Mr. D. W. Warner and is about 
three miles down the Clover Bar road. The price 
paid was $60,000. 

Alberta College is starting out on a far-reach- 
ing programme, In addition to the theological col- 
lege already in existence near the university it will 
erect a ladies’ college there during the coming sum- 
mer. ‘The new school to the east of the city will 
be built to accommodate five hundred pupils. 

Hardly a day goes by but an announcement is 
made of some new building project of large propo- 
sitions. ‘I‘here is little doubt that the total for the 
year will equal those of several years back combin- 
ed. Ground was broken this week for the addition 
to the ‘I'egler block, the fine seven storey structure 
which went up during the past year at the corner 
of First and Tlizabeth. ‘The present building will 
be extended back to Howard, while the property to 
the south on First street, which was recently pur- 
chased by Mr. Tegler at a cost of $1,700 a front 
foot, will also be utilized. two storeys being put up 
there with the idea of eventually running this wing 
up to the full height of the main building. 

Various large transfers are reported in this vicin- 
ity. The northeast corner of Rice and First 
brought the record price for First of $2,200 per 
foot. ‘Ihe Alberta Ioan Co. sold the property on 
the other side of the road south of its block at 
$1,780 a foot. A sale opposite the Royal George 
at $1,900 a foot is reported. 

It is doubtful there has ever been in the history 
of Canadian real estate transactions anything like 
the sensational rise that First Street has seen with- 
in the past year. 


A new record has also been established for Jas- 
per with the sale of the lot west of the Merchants 
Bank to English capitalists at $2,500 per foot. A 
lot with 58 1-8 frontage between Seventh and 
Kighth is said to have brought $60,000. 


Paul Rudyk has started work on a three storey 
building on Jasper East, opposite Namayo, while a 
six-storey hotel is planned for the northwest corner 
of these streets by George Brown. The fifty feet 
next to the Union Bank brought $100,000. Fifteen 
months ago the Messrs. Revillon bought this for 
$70,000. 


The other streets are keeping well in line with 
the main thoroughfares. The eighty feet on Mc- 
Dougall south of the telephone building were re- 
cently bought by Messrs. Martin and Belcher from 
K. A. Mcleod for $1,000 a foot, while a lot on 
Second street between Jasper and Athabasca 
brought 9950. 

Prices rule strong on all the streets west. The 
northeast corner of Sixth and Athabasca brought 
$25,000 this week, and a alot on Fourth between 
Peace and Mackenzie, $10,000. 

On the south side there is a very steady demand. 
The addition to Windsor Park was quickly snapped 
up, and interest is gradually spreading to the ad- 
joining west-end subdivisions. ‘The sale of four riv- 
er-view lots in Black 12 to Postmaster May of Fd- 
monton, who proposes to build there, shows the 
movement in that direction that is gaining strong 
headway. 


Among the wholesale warehouses, the erection 
of which during the coming summer is assured, is 
one for Nicholson and Bain, commission agents. 
The Tudhope-Anderson Company is erecting a sub- 
stantial structure on Fourth, a permit being issued 
this week. Campbell Bros. & Wilson, of Winni- 
peg, will build at the southeast corner of Fourth 
and Athabasca.

sia by French money to offset the power of Germany 
with the result that Germany had found in the Rus- 
sian development so produced one of the main out- 
lets for her trade. 

Not only had banking made the results of htis 
situation felt and had furnished the economic organ- 
ism of Europe with sensory nerves, which guided 
iis policy, as we saw during the Anglo-German 
crisis of 1911, but it had also found means of util- 
ising a division of labor, which mide Germany de- 
pendent upon her weaker rival. Because Germ- 
any was a country of expandng populaton and Ger- 
mans wrre perpetually needing capital fr starting a 
million fresh existences in the world every year, 
while France was a county of small families and 
stagnaling population, not needing to use its cap- 
ital in this way and thus having much of it fee for 
investment abroad, France had become the bank 
of the world. So that the very inferiority of 
of France had helped to make it impossible for her 
larger rival to damage her seriously without damage 
to herself; to ruin her own bank, as it were. 

“Need I say that I do not expect universal 
peace to dawn a week next Tuesday morning, nor 
do | believe that we should turn our Dreadnoughts 
into colliers, disband our army and invite the for- 
eigners to come in and walk over us? But I do be- 
lieve chat a more thorough examination of the prin- 
cipals | have hinted at here will affect the attitude 
of the foreigner to us and ours to him, and that in 
ihe direction of these principles will be found fin- 
ally a way out of the absurd impasse which sheer 
military rivalry, tempered in no way by rationalism, 
has landed us.” 

This last paragraph is well worth thinking over. 
The words are not those of an idle dreamer. We 
have to recognize that we live in a world at arms 
and be prepartd to meet the attack of others, even 
though this attack must seriously affect the aggres- 
sor as well as ourselves. The whole hope of re- 
lieving the world of the enormous folly which the 
rivalry in armaments involves is in impressing the 
fact of this folly, as Mr. Angell and those who have 
seconded liis efforts have done, particularly in times 
of great crisis, when popular feeling is apt to run 
away with a nation’s sober sense.

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.The real estate activity that was predicted for 
Edmonton with the approach of spring has been 
more than realized. It opened up much earlier than 
was looked for. Whether the spring-like weather 
conditions that have prevailed since the first of the 
month are responsible is a matter of conjecture. 
But certain it is that the movement is a far-reach- 
ing one, and that it is difficult to follow its details. 

At the present moment interest very largely 
centres in the plans of the Grand ‘Trunk Pacific. 
One of daily papers announced this week that the 
station which this company would erect in conjunc- 
tion with the C.N.R. would be placed between 
First and Second Streets, where the present C.N.R. 
depot is. Of course, however, such a terminal as 
would be required would have to stretch over a 
larger space than a single city block. A blue print 
was submitted to the city authorities showing the 
freight yards and shed which the G.T.P. will es: 
tablish between Namayvo and Kinistino and nerth 
of Isabella, where the buildings have been reeently 
tov ted. "Phe company owns all the Jand in this 
area except one lot which the city holds, and which 
itis desired te purehase. The clostug of the lanes 
is also requested,

Much doubt still ex’sts as to the course which 
the Hudson's Bay Co. will pursne in putting on its 
reserve. ‘The probability is that but a fraction of 
it, say, twenty five per cent, will be offered immed- 
iately. “The city authorities in negotiating for prop- 
erty for civic purposes ins the reserve have kept 
their own counsel pretty well Put) enough had 
come out to indicate that the company is asking 
such stiff prices that there is no probability of tak- 
ing over much more than is absolutely necessary. 

The purchase by the board of Alberta College 
of 210 acres of land on the south bank of the river 
to the east of the city, with the idea of erecting a 
large technical and = preparatory school there, has 
further served to stimulate prices in that vicinity 
which have soared steadily since the east-end bridge 
project was launched. The land bought is part of 
the fine farm of Mr. D. W. Warner and is about 
three miles down the Clover Bar road. The price 
paid was $60,000. 

Alberta College is starting out on a far-reach- 
ing programme. In addition to the theological col- 
lege already in existence near the university it will 
erect a ladies’ college there during the coming sum- 
mer. ‘The new school to the east of the city will 
be built to accommodate five hundred pupils. 

Hardly a day goes by but an announcement is 
made of some new building project of large propo- 
sitions. ‘There is little doubt that the total for the 
year will equal those of several years back combin- 
ed. Ground was broken this week for the addition 
to the Tegler block, the fine seven storey structure 
which went up during the past year at the corner 
of First and Ilizabeth. ‘The present building will 
be extended back to Howard, while the property to 
the south on First street, which was recently pur- 
chased by Mr. Tegler at a cost of $1,700 a front 
foot, will also be utilized. two storeys being put up 
there with the idea of eventually running this wing 
up to the full height of the main building. 

Various large transfers are reported in this vicin- 
ity. The northeast corner of Rice and First 
brought the record price for First of $2,200 per 
foot. ‘he Alberta Loan Co. sold the property on 
the other side of the road south of its block at 
$1,780 a foot. A sale opposite the Royal George 
at $1,900 a foot is reported. 

It is doubtful there has ever Deen in the history 
of Canadian real estate transactions anything like 
the sensational rise that First Street has seen with- 
in the past year. 

A new record has also been established for Jas- 
per with the sale of the lot west of the Merchants 
Bank to English capitalists at $2,500 per foot. A 
lot with 53 1-3 frontage between Seventh and 
Kighth is said to have brought $60,000. 

Paul Rudyk has started work on a three storey 
building on Jasper East, opposite Namayo, while a 
six-storey hotel is planned for the northwest corner 
of these streets by George Brown, The fifty feet 
next to the Union Bank brought $100,000. Fifteen 
months ago the Messrs. Revillon bought this for 
£70,000, 

he other streets are keeping well in line with 
the main thoroughfares. ‘The cighty feet on Me- 
Dougall south of the telephone building were — re- 
cently bought by Messrs. Martin and Belcher from 
Kk. A. Mel.eod for $1,000 a foot, while a lot on 
Second street between Jasper and Athabasca 
brought 4950. 

Prices rule strong on all the strects west. The 
northeast corner of Sixth and Athabasca brought 
$95,000 this week, and aa lot on Fourth between 
Peace and Mackenzie, $10,000. 

On the south side there is a very steady demand. 
The addition to Windsor Park was quickly snapped 
up, and interest is gradually spreading to the ad- 
joining west-end subdivisions. ‘The sale of four riv- 
er view lots in Black 12 to Postmaster May of Fd. 
monton, who proposes to build there, shows the 
movement in that direction that is gaining strong 
headway. 

Among the wholesale warehouses, the erection 
of which during the coming summer is assured, is 
one for Nicholson and Bain, commission agents. 
The ‘Tudhope-Anderson Company is erecting a sub- 
stantial structure on Fourth, a permit being issued 
this week. Campbell Bros. & Wilson, of Winni- 
peg, will build at the southeast corner of Fourth 
and Athabasca.

sia by French money to offset the power of Germany 
with the result that Germany had found in the Rus- 
sian development so produced one of the main out- 
lets for her trade. 

Not only had banking made the results of htis 
situation felt and had furnished the economic organ- 
ism of Europe with sensory nerves, which guided 
its policy, as we saw during the Anglo-German 
crisis of 1911, but it had also found means of util- 
ising a division of labor, which mide Germany de- 
pendent upon her weaker rival. Because Germ- 
any was a country of expandng populaton and Ger- 
mans wrre perpetually needing capital fr starting a 
million fresh existences in the worla every year, 
while France was a county of small families and 
stagnaling populaiion, not needing to use its cap- 
ital in this way and thus having much of it fee for 
investment abroad, France had become tlie bank 
of the world. So that the very inferiority of 
of France had helped to make it impossible for her 
larger rival to damage her seriously without damage 
{o herself; to ruin her own bank, as it were. 

“Need | say that I do not expect universal 
peace to dawn a week next Tuesday morning, nor 
do | believe that we should turn our Dreadnoughts 
into colliers, disband our army and invite the for- 
eigners to come in and walk over us? But I do be- 
lieve (hat a more thorough examination of the prin- 
cipals | have hinted at here will affect the attitude 
of the foreigner to us and ours to him, and that in 
the direction of these principles will be found fin- 
ally a way out of the absurd impasse which sheer 
military rivalry, tempered in no way by rationalism, 
has landed us.” 

This last paragraph is well worth thinking over. 
The words are not those of an idle dreamer. We 
have to recognize that we live in a world at arms 
and be prepartd to meet the attack of others, even 
though this attack must seriously affect the aggres- 
sor as well as ourselves. The whole hope of re- 
lieving the world of the enormous folly which the 
rivalry in armaments involves is in impressing the 
fact of this folly, as Mr. Angell and those who have 
seconded his efforts have done, particularly in times 
of greal crisis, when popular feelizg is apt to run 
away with a nation’s sober sense.

Even the “Passey-By” himself nad doubts as to 
the ultimate success of the venture. And ac no 
lime in the initial stages of preparation, did he im- 
agine that a month or at most a six-weeks man would 
not exhaust its possibilities with the class of theatre- 
goers to whom it was supposed te production 
would appeal. Indeed, the great symbol-drama 
might never have been given to the world at all had 
it not been for the commendation and recommend- 
ation of that sagacious playwright crilic, George 
Bernard Shaw, to whom Mr. Robertson sent the play 
for a reading. Shaw returned the manuscript with 
the comment: “The idea is inspired. There is 


no other word to express it.”

Mme. I.illian Nordica, famous American soprano, 
who rose from the obscure town of Farmington, 
Me., to be one of the greatest prima donne on the 
grand opera stage, and who visited Edmonton last 
autumn, was stricken with paralysis as she was 
about to go on the stage in Boston last Monday 
evening, and Mme, Gadski was rushed from New 
York on a special train to take her place. It is 
announced that Mme. Nordica’s condition may be 
serious. 

The first public appearance of Mme. Nordica 
was ina choir of the First Church of Boston, where 
she sang for one year. Subsequently she was en- 
gaged to sing in Dr. Putnam’s church at a salary 
of $1,000, the highest up to that time, ever paid in 
Joston. She was sixteen years old then. 

Mrs. Norton took the girl to New York to 
study where she appeared in Madison Square Gar- 
den with Gilmore’s band, then in the zenith of its 
success. After that her rise was rapid. She 
studied in Ttaly and made her debut in Brescia in 
the role of Violetta in Verdi's “Ta Traviata.” Af- 
ter that engagement followed engagement. 

I'ro msinging Marguerite in Gounod’s “Faust,” 
and Alice in Meyerbeer'’s “Robert le Diable,” she 
went with the Italian Opera to St. Petersburg. 

After appearing in London and scoring tremen- 
dous successes, Mme, Nordica came to America in 
1887. ‘This constituted her real American debut. 
One of her greatest triumphs perhaps was the crea- 
tion of the role of Elsa in “Lohengrin,” under the 
direction of Mine. Cosima Wagner, widow of the 
composer, in the Grand Opera House in Paris.
